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Report of School Superintendent 


7o the School Board and Citizens of Tuftonboro: 


A partial report of the schools in Tuftonboro is herewith 
submitted. I cannot make it very specific as the schools have 
been in session only half a year under my supervision. The 
school year does not close until Aug. 31. Some report of the 
year maybe given at that time or reserved for the report at the 
next annual meeting. 


It has been the hardest year for school work within my ex- 
perience. It has been especially hard for the rural towns. War 
conditions, four weeks out for Influenza, scarcity of teachers and 
a good deal of sickness among the pupils makes the results uncer- 
tain for a full year’s work. Four of the schools have been in 
session regularly with the same teacher. The children at the 
Corner have had three teachers and at Mirror Lake four. We 
have kept the schools going as best we could and no amount of 
effort has b en spared on the part of School Board or Superin- 
tendent. . 

It was necessary at the beginning of the year to make some 
readjustments on grades. Several of the children were trying 
to do work beyond their reach. We haveto be just to the chil- 
dren though at times it may seem to injure the feelings of parents. 
The report cards sent home tell as accurately as we can estimate 
the grade and the kind of work that is being done by the chil- 
dren. Any child whom we find capable of doing next grade work 
at any time will be promoted. Any child who cannot do well 
the work of his grade of course will have to drop back into the 
grade below. Notification of any change in grade will be sent 
direct to parents. The fact that upper grade children may be 
asked to read at times out of lower grade books signifies nothing 
except that it is well to read much easy, interesting reading 
along with the harder. 
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There are a few in town who have children under their care 
who ought to recognize that the law requires every child under 
sixteen years of age to attend school all of the time the school is 
in session unless hindered by some physical defect or sickness. 
He is freed from the law of compulsory attendance earlier when 
he has finished the Klementary School Course of Study. | 

The first essential of a good school is that there should be 
proper dicipline, and wholesome respect for the teacher and the 
property of the district. The kind of teacher we get is the 
main part of the school. Onthe other hand it is very unfortu- 
nate for any parent anywhere to have a child who insists on being 
a disturber and not a helper in the school community. Vigorous 
measures sometimes are necessary to save the child. JI am sorry 
that it seems necessary to give this public hint 

Since the school financial year does not end until August 31, 
the School Board are not making any printed report to the Dis- 
trict. However, they will give a summary of the financial stand- 
ing of the District at the Annual School Meeting and advise 
with reference to the amount of money necessary to be raised for 
the following year. 

May I express my appreciation of the cooperation of the 
School Board, teachers, and pupils in general, as well as the kind- 
ly consideration of the citizens of Tuftonboro in their schools.
